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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  are  provided  at  the  Central  Health 
Clinic,  Tower  Hill,  Bristol  2, and  at  68,  Old  Street,  Clevedon. 

Laboratory  facilities  for  bacteriological  purposes  are  provided 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Musgrove  Park  Hospital,  Taunton, 
and  at  Canynge  Hall,  Whatley  Road,  Bristol  8,  and  for  analytical 
purposes  at  the  County  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Taunton. 

Hospital  treatment  and  isolation  for  infectious  diseases  is  at 
Ham  Green  Hospital,  Pill. 

Arrangements  for  hospital  medical  end  surgical  treatment  are  under 
the  control  of  the  South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Ambulance  facilities  for  the  area  are  under  the  direction  of  the 
County  Council. 

Nursing  in  the  homes,  and  maternity  and  child  welfare  are  dealt 
with  by  the  County  Authority.  Clinics,  Home-helps  and  general 
Welfare  are  under  County  direction.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


1.  (a)  The  water  supply  of  the  district  has  been  generally  satis¬ 

factory  in  quality  with  the  exception  of  the  areas  which 
are  included  in  proposed  piped  water  schemes  and  with 
the  instances  mentioned  under  Paragraph  IV  (Action  taken 
respecting  contamination) . 

(b)  There  was  no  appreciable  shortage  of  water  in  the  area 
during  the  year.

III.  Contamination  by  lead. 

No  action  was  necessary  in  the  case  of  waters  liable  to 
have  plumbo- solvent  action. 


IV.  Action  ta.ken  respecting  any  form  of  contamination. 

(1)  Dundry  Temporary  Supply. 

The  deep  borehole  supply  on  the  Council' s  Housing 
Estate  again  showed  evidence  of  sewage  pollution,  and 
chlorination  into  the  rising  main  was  necessary.  The 
supply  was  taken  over  by  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company 
on  the  1st  April. 

The  Company  subsequently  experienced  difficulty  with 
disturbance  in  the  borehole  which  rendered  the  water 


muddy  and  unusable  for  some  considerable  time.  This 
necessitated  haulage  of  water  until  an  improvement  took 
place  and  the  company  later  took  steps  further  to 
safeguard  the  supply  by  the  installation  of  a  small 
filtration  plant. 

(2)  We st on- in- G or dan o  Parochial  Supply. 

This  main  supply  from  a  Spring  source  was  again 
periodically  polluted  and  emergency  chlorination  at  the 
reservoir  was  carried  out.  The  mains  extension  by  the 
Bristol  Waterworks  Company  to  provide  an  alternative 
source  of  supply  was  commenced  during  the  year.

OF  SUPPLIES  DURING  THE  YEAR. 


The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company’s  main  was  extended,  under 
guarantee,  from  the  centre  of  the  village  of  Kingston  Seymour 
along  Ham  Lane  towards  the  outlying  areas  of  this  agricultural 
parish . 

Main  water  was  laid  on  to  25  houses  previously  served  by 
doubtful  supplies.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
with  three  vehicles,  and  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  at  Barrow  Gurney  Refuse  Tip. 

The  cesspool  emptier  has  been  fully  occupied  in  the  emptying  of 
the  cesspools  of  private  properties  and  the  Council' s  housing  estates 
where  sewers  are  not  available. 


The  cleansing  service  has  run  smoothly  during  the  year  and  there 
has  been  no  call  for  an  improved  service.  The  whole  of  the  district 
has  a  collection  of  house  refuse  of  a  frequency  of  not  less  than  once  a 
fortnight  with  a  weekly  collection  in  three  of  the  thickly  populated 
parishes.

Three  notices  requiring  the  compulsory  heat  treatment  of  milk 
before  sale  were  served  owing  to  samples  of  milk  showing  evidence  of 
bovine  tuberculosis.  In  one  instance  a  cow  in  the  herd  was  found  by 
the  Veterinary  Officer  to  be  tuberculous  and  was  subsequently 
slaughtered.  In  the  other  instances  veterinary  investigation 
discovered  no  infected  animals  in  the  herd  concerned.  Compensation 
for  loss  sustained  by  reason  of  one  of  these  notices  was  paid  to  a 
dairy  farmer.
